1. This is in response to the communications filed on 19 March 2007. 

2. Claims 1-60 are pending in the application. 

3. Claims 1-60 have been restricted. 

Election/Restrictions 

4. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-42, drawn to collecting security data and providing the security data to 
security stations, classified in class 726, subclass 6. 

II. Claims 43-60, drawn to details used for capturing an image of a part of a body 
using a camera by capturing, comparing and calculating a distance of height of a 
body part, classified in class 382, subclass 115. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, and 
effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different inventions invention I 
has separate utility such collecting security data and providing the security data to security 
stations, classified in a different Class/Subclass. Invention II has separate utility such as 
capturing an image of a part of a body using a camera, classified in a different Class/Subclass.
